Pamela Noon motioned to accept the article as read, seconded by Dennis Blair. Judith Shivik questioned 
line item 4130 concerning executive salary and why the Budget Committee deducted $473.50 from the 
original amount. Mr. Blair responded by stating that in light of the raises in the school budget the Budget 
Committee withdrew their objection to this raise. Lee Knapp asked why the mosquito control amount of 
$1000 was not the same as last year. Pamela Noon stated that the Selectmen had mistakenly left that 
amount out of the line item and would like to amend the line item to include it. 
Margaret Miller spoke about the health agency budget. George Werner questioned the police detail 
amounts and whether this was money coming into the town. He also asked about delinquent tax collection 
and expressed concern that some amounts were due to be deeded. 
Dennis Blair asked Chief Dennis to explain the Police Department increases. The Chief explained that the 
extra was to cover the cost of training the part-time officers and, to prevent further spending on officers 
who eventually leave the Town for other jobs after being trained by us. He stated that the Department had 
approximately 1000 more calls in the past year. He proposed having two full time officers on duty and 
pay them a fair wage and benefits. Ron Preston spoke in favor of the police budget. Dan Mahoney asked 
why the budget was overspent and was told that the legal expense line went up because of Tuxbury Pond 
Campground issues. At this time Pamela Noon made a motion to amend line 4414 to include $1000 for 
mosquito control making the amount $1100. Motion to amend was seconded by Dennis Blair. The motion 
to amend was voted and passed.

The was some discussion about delinquent tax monies and the Tax Collector 
will try to take a more aggressive approach. Discussion about road repairs 
and Stockman’s Bridge, the Town Hall roof and old Barnard School building 
furnace. Pamela Noon stated that, due to the current economic conditions the 
Selectmen didn’t consider it prudent to try to raise the tax rate for 2010.

Selectmen’s Report 


Due to the continuing distress of our economy, 2010 was trying for our town. South Hampton 
has high percentages of tradesmen, independent contractors, consultants and small businessmen. 
Very few, if any of us, have escaped a reduction of our circumstances, and the need for increased 
effort to make ends meet. This reality factored in every decision the Board of Selectmen made 
over the past year. We managed to end the year with a small surplus ($18,000), but honestly our 
nearly snowless 2010 winter gets most of the credit for this. (Have you looked out the window 
lately?) Our town continues to face escalating fixed costs for payroll taxes, workers 
compensation, and other mandatory insurances. Our historic town hall and town offices, being 
very old, need attention (roof repair, heating system repairs and more). Some of our roads need 
resurfacing. Fuel prices are climbing again. Our fees for town counsel were considerably over 
budget, and threaten to be higher in the coming year. 2011 will be a challenge. 


There will be three special warrant articles that together appropriate $18,162 for building 
maintenance, road repair and state mandated services pertaining to property evaluations. We 
likely should be requesting considerably more for the first two items, but we feel what we are 
requesting will support what absolutely must be done. 


A fourth warrant article increases the current tax credit for veterans from $100 to $500, the 
maximum allowed by state law. With America still at war in two countries, we felt this is the 
least we could do for people who have served. 


Chief Dennis has stayed on course toward developing a more stable and professional police force 
that fits the needs of our town. Last year did not work out quite as he or we expected due to the 
comings and goings of officers and health issues that impacted training. We have two full-time 
officers now, when we anticipated having three. But making do with two full-time positions also 
helped keep the department within budget as costs for training and mandatory insurances 
continued to climb. 


Maintaining sufficient patrol vehicles was also a challenge. Always a lemon, the 2003 Chevy 
finally died. The 2003 Ford blew an engine. The Chief arranged for us to buy a serviceable 2005 
Ford from Newton for $1000, which we outfitted for a few thousand more. We also got a good 
lease deal on a “new” 2009 Ford, which we covered through police detail fees. Our other 2009 
Ford will be paid for this come year. So, we are in relatively good stead with our police cars. 


The leadership skills of a small town police chief require good juggling. Chief Dennis has good 
leadership skills. This past year, coverage has been extended for five nights a week, including 
weekends, from midnight to 1 AM. This has proven to be a critical hour since it is a prime time 
for drinking and driving. 


Regarding fire protection and ambulance services, the principal development has been the 
growing informal collaboration between our volunteer fire department and East Kingston’s 
bigger and better equipped volunteer fire department. This cooperation has been executed 
entirely under “mutual aid.” There is no formal contract, and no money has been exchanged 
between the towns. In this economy, volunteer departments everywhere are having trouble 
recruiting and keeping volunteers, and maintaining coverage during the daytime when most 
firemen are at their day jobs. Also, our ambulance is, at this point, only marginally serviceable, 
whereas East Kingston’s is newer and better. Chief Head has set up a trial run with East 
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Kingston’s fire department for cooperation on fire protection and ambulance services. We’re 
seeing how this goes. This coming year, we may consider more formal discussions with East 
Kingston. If so, we’ll establish a committee and go about it very carefully. Much is at stake, but 
we all must appreciate that good fire protection is increasingly expensive and hard to arrange. 


We sold the Grumman fire truck in, alas, a depressed market, but our “new” fire truck from 
Kingston is working out well. 


As it was in 2009, the most daunting task in 2010 for both the Board of Selectmen and the 
Planning Board was dealing with Equity LifeStyle Properties, Inc. regarding what is commonly 
known as “the Campground.” Perched along Tuxbury Pond at the very edge of our town, the 
Campground has evolved from a wooded retreat for tents and small camping trailers to an 
installation for large Recreational Vehicles (RVs) and semi-permanent “park model” trailer 
summer camps. On a good weekend, the Campground doubles the population of our town, and 
Equity LifeStyle Properties has announced intentions of an expansion of RV sites that might 
double the existing sites. Both the existing campground and the envisioned expansion raise many 
questions regarding police and fire protection, traffic, building codes and electric codes, and even 
noise, but the biggest issues involve water. 


To support its burgeoning population, the Campground draws large amounts of water out of the 
ground and then must return large amounts of wastewater back into the ground. This raises 
environmental concerns, but even more significantly, public health concerns. Systems must be 
well designed to cope with this flow, and these systems must be well maintained. The technical 
questions are numerous and formidable. The BoS, the PB, our health officer, Lee Knapp, and our 
building inspector, Richard Verge, have done our best to work through these questions 
responsibly, balancing our desire to support business in our town with our responsibility to 
protect the public welfare under state requirements and our town ordinances. 


To promote its interests, Equity LifeStyle Properties has hired a prominent Manchester law firm, 
which has generated legal queries and, most recently, a law suit that have had to be addressed by 
our legal counsel—thus, the larger than expected legal expenses in 2010. To put it mildly, the 
selectmen are concerned with a fair resolution of the Campground issues that does not 
inordinately burden our limited financial resources or the volunteers upon whom our town 
depends to perform critical functions. 


A case in point is Mike Keller who has recently stepped down as Chairman of the Planning 
Board, and who has, thankfully, agreed to stay on as an alternate member of the board. Mike has 
been on the Planning Board since 1994, and had been chairman since 1999. What he has done 

for our town is beyond estimation. He has brought extraordinary diligence and integrity to what 

is a vital but largely thankless responsibility. He has spent hundreds of hours on the Campground, 
always striving to be both thorough and fair to all parties. Like me, Mike is also a small 
businessman facing the pressures facing all small businesses these days. 


Put simply, our town depends on people, like Mike, who are volunteers willing to put in many 
hours on their own nickel, and also on part timers, who in a sense are also partially volunteers, 
since they work beyond their hours for wages that are significantly under scale. Without such 
people our town won’t function, and we’ll be reduced to large tax increases to pay for people 
who will very likely be less capable and less dedicated. 
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The selectmen also want to note the contribution of Linda Doucette, our new Treasurer. Linda 
came in and clarified our town’s financial records last spring when no one could tell us what 
checks were outstanding and vendors were complaining about not being paid. There were 
extenuating personal circumstances why things were as they were. The point is that Linda 
stepped up, and working with Angela Racine and Andrea Condon, Linda has done an » 
phenomenal job of straightening everything out. I don’t know where South Hampton would be 
today without Linda...or for that matter, without Angela and Andrea. Angela Racine as our 
Administrator and Andrea Condon as our Town Clerk anchor our town in a very real sense. Over 
at the library, Carole McCarthy does far more than man the front desk, as everyone who knows 
her knows. She watches, she studies, and is ever vigilant for the interests of our town. 


Our understanding is that Gary Crosby has moved out of South Hampton, at least temporarily, 

for work reasons. We hope he comes back. Gary, who has held any number of important 
positions in our town, is right up there with Mike Keller in the contributions he has made to all of 
US. 


There are others among us upon whom our town depends. You know who you are and so do we 
selectmen. Everyone who participates does so at some sacrifice considering that we all have 
consuming obligations in our family lives, especially in these difficult times. 


Shortly after 2009’s town meeting, the camcorder got put away and our selectmen’s meetings 
stopped providing vicarious entertainment to the Town of Amesbury. Our show got cancelled! 
Shortly thereafter, attendance at our meetings began to drop and now it is pretty sparse. We three 
selectmen do like each other, and believe we work well together. Perhaps that makes us boring. 
We don’t know. What concerns us 1s the theme I’ve laced through this report: this is our town, 
this is your town—what we hope it will continue to be depends on more of us being engaged in 
its welfare. South Hampton hails from an era that is gone or nearly so in all the towns that 
surround us. This era was a time when people did more for themselves as a community. They 
paid attention.

Dear Residents of South Hampton: 


The South Hampton Police Department has had an active year with the Break- 
in ring from Seabrook that broke into over 40 houses in the Seacoast area. With the 
cooperation of Amesbury, Salisbury, Seabrook and Kensington we were able to identify 
and arrest the suspects involved. Unfortunately, property that was taken was quickly sold 
for drugs. As a result we still ask residents to be extra careful to leave doors and vehicles 
locked, lights on and alarms activated. We also ask residents to call when they see any 
suspicious activity. A solicitation Bylaw was passed by the Board of Selectmen on 
December 13", which calls for anyone going door-to-door to sell items or solicit work, 
such as paving driveways, landscaping or tree cutting must now have a permit from the 
Police Department to show the resident. This will discourage the ploys used by suspects 
in the recent rash of break-ins. 

The Department received an underage drinking grant and was able to increase 
night patrols on the weekends. This grant gave us added coverage and an increased 
presence around Town which we feel helped to lower some of our crime statistics and 
deter underage drinking as well as motor vehicle accidents. During the 23 extra patrols, 
131 vehicles were stopped, 119 citations were issued and 14 arrests were made. We hope 
to receive similar grants in 2011. 

The big case for the year was the Police Impersonator case in which a young 
woman claimed to have been stopped by a subject in an unmarked white Cruiser, who 
then beat her and left her in the woods off of Locust St. After much investigation it was 
determined that the case was false and the State police charged the alleged victim for 
filing a false police report.

Members of the South Hampton Fire and Rescue worked hard this year to keep the 
town and its residents safe. The only major events that happened in town this year was the 
Wind storm and flooding in February and March. The Firefighters and Medical personnel 
spent countless hours in town providing water pumps and removing trees from the roads. 

During 2010 several issues have made how we do things in the fire department 
difficult. The first issue is the condition of the town ambulance, this vehicle was purchased 
used from another town and has served South Hampton well for the past few years. But this 
ambulance is very tired and needs to be replaced or another ambulance service provided. Our 
goal is to keep the ambulance going for another year and focus the following year on 
replacement or change in service. The second issue we have had this year is having 
firefighters around during the day. Many members have day time jobs and cannot always be 
around. Also at this point in time we only have 3 residents on the department. 

In an effort to help these issues the fire department has joined forces with the East Kingston 
Fire Department to try working together ona “trial” bases using the already in place “Mutual 
Aid System”. This has been in place for the past several months. During this time South 
Hampton and East Kingston have been assisting each other on calls. If there is a callin South 
Hampton, East Kingston will respond and assist with fire apparatus or an Ambulance. If East 
Kingston responds with an ambulance they will transport the patient to the Hospital. The only 
issue this causes the town, is loss of revenue from South Hamptons Ambulance not 
transporting the patient to the hospital. If East Kingston has a call South Hampton will 
respond with either our ambulance or a fire engine. This is not costing the residents any 
money besides loss of revenue from the ambulance and some fuel. If this trial works well 
then the towns and the fire departments will have to sit down and work out a long term plan 
for the future. The South Hampton Fire Department is always looking for volunteers to join 
our department.

We had a very eventful February with high 
winds and falling trees and branches 

- followed by the March Ice Storm which 
caused damage around town. The heavy 
wind and rains caused flooding, roadside 
washouts and culvert issues.

The beaver came back this spring and were trapped by resident Wallace Butts. April saw more 
rains, flooding and washouts. FEMA came to town and reviewed all the issues caused by the 
March storm and the town received funding. 


The summer was spent filling pot holes cutting roadside brush, mowing and hot top shimming. 
A culvert was replaced on Woodman Road. Trees and branches over hanging the road ways 


were trimmed. 
Replaced the Stop sign that was stolen on Locust Street used 2 bags of concrete to secure it. 


Culverts are cleaned monthly around town and it is important that is you have one at the end of 
your drive you attempt to keep the leaves and debris out of it. 


The snow came late in December but the trucks were out treating black ice and plowing as 


necessary. 


Next year more roadside tree work will be accomplished as well as paving repairs on Hilldale, 
Lone Goose, and Highland. The selectmen have a warrant article asking for $5000 to be placed 
in the Town Roads Fund this money will be used for paving sections of roads in the future. 


In closing | would like to thank the residents that walk our roads and pick up the trash and litter 
that accumulates on them. The recreation committee sponsors a spring roadside clean up but 
there always seems to be litter on our roadways.

In 2010, the conservation voted to commit from the conservation fund $122,500 toward a 
conservation easement over approximately 51 acres on portions of Tax Map 5, Lots #19, 
#21 and #45, which is land in the beneficial ownership of Whippoorwill Realty Trust and 
Clinton & Kimberly A. Furnald. The easement shall be held by the Society for the 
Protection of New Hampshire Forests and the town shall have an assignable executory 
interest. The expenditure was then approved by the selectmen. We commend the 
Furnald family for its hard work and patience on the project, which we expect to close in 
eULT. 


Later in the year, the commission applied for and received a matching grant of $3000 
from the Rockingham Planning Commission (RPC) toward the cost of a natural resources 
inventory (NRI). We are working on a contract to have RPC prepare the NRI for the 
town at a total cost of $6000, half of which will be covered by the grant. The balance 
would be drawn from the town’s conservation fund. The NRI will be an important asset 
for the town’s long-term planning. 


Sadly, Neil Courtney retired as our longest-term committee member. Fortunately, later 
in the year we added her son Graham. Clint Furnald plans to join the commissioner after 
his conservation easement is in place and the transaction is concluded. 

We remain proud of the town’s commitment to conservation and resource protection. 
The committee meets the second Wednesday of each month in the town offices.

SOUTH HAMPTON SCHOOL DISTRICT 
Session 1, Deliberative Session 
February 2, 2010 


The 2010 Deliberative Session convened at 7:30 p.m. on Tuesday, February 2, 2010. Moderator 
Sharon Somers introduced members of the school district: Martha Anderson, School District 
Clerk; School Board members Kim Molin (chair), Don Harper and Gary Crosby; SAU 21 Asst. 
Superintendent Maureen Ward; and Barnard School Principal Barbara Knapp. Also attending 
were Budget Committee members Dennis Blair, Will Hodge, and George Werner. 


Mrs. Somers briefly outlined the procedures under which she would run the meeting and asked 
fora ous from the audience to allow non-residents to speak on any issue. It was so 
agreed. 


Article 1. Shall the School District vote to raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not 
including appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, the 
amounts set forth on the budget Pees with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first 
session, for the purposes set forth therein, totaling $2,227,500?; Should this article be defeated, 
the default budget shall be $2,285,603, the same as last year, with certain adjustments required 
by previous action of the School District or by law; or the governing body may hold one special 
meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating 
budget only. (Majority vote required.) Note: Warrant Article #7 (operating budget) does not 
include appropriations in any other warrant articles. 


Don Harper made a motion, seconded by Kim Molin, to open the motion for discussion. Lee 
Knapp asked if the Amesbury High School tuition had been set at this time; Maureen Ward noted 
that no figure had been determined but was expected to cap at no more than 3%. Cathy Silver 
wanted confirmation that the default budget, if the proposed operating budget was defeated, was 
actually the higher figure.

We continue to work closely with the Amesbury School District, 
which is giving our students, grades 9-12, a quality education and positive life experiences. 
Another goal is to have a well-equipped science room and a media center. We have in our 
budget for 2011-2012 funds for a consultant to get some movement on this project and show 
the State of N.H. we are making progress. Both projects will ensure our students get the best 
educational experience at the Barnard School. 


This year has seen many changes in both the school board and the SAU 21 office. Gary 
Crosby, a long time school board member, resigned to pursue other interests. We thank him 
for his service to the school and wish him the best of luck. Replacing him is Becky Burdick, a 
longtime South Hampton resident. Becky is a welcome addition to the school board. 


The Barnard School has also seen changes in personnel. Stephanie Robinson is now the 
Special Education Director, and Corey Gagne is the Kindergarten Teacher and Special 
Education Teacher. Deborah Brown is the Special Education Assistant and Recess Monitor, 
and finally, Sandra Macaulay has filled the nurse's position. We welcome them all to the 
Barnard School and wish them the very best success. 


The SAU office has seen many changes in the past few months. Superintendent Jim Gaylord 
retired last June, Dr. Maureen Ward, Assistant Superintendent, resigned last summer and took 
a position in Franklin, and Business Administrator Bob Berry also leaving SAU #21.The search 
for a new superintendent was started last winter. After an exhaustive search, an excellent 
choice was made in the hiring of Dr. Robert Sullivan. Then the search for an assistant 
superintendent and a business administrator began. Two excellent candidates stood out from 
the rest of the applicants. The new Assistant Superintendent is Barbara Hopkins, and the 
Business Administrator is Bill Hickey. The SAU office is back to full strength. The school 
board would like to welcome all three to the SAU and wish them the best of luck. 


One other note, SAU 21 is made up of six school districts: South Hampton, Hampton, 
Hampton Falls, North Hampton, Seabrook and Winnacunet. Last March, Hampton voted to 
withdraw from SAU 21 and become SAU 90. The remaining school districts have to pick up 
Hampton's contribution to SAU 21. For school year 2011-2012, South Hampton's financial 
contribution to the operation of SAU 21 is increasing by approximately $4000, ensuring that 
Hampton's withdrawal will in no way affect the services we receive from the SAU office. We 
wish Hampton the very best. 


The School Board is always updating our Policy Manual, and we have been very busy with that 
task the last few years. Bullying is one of the issues that has taken center stage in recent 
years. Mrs. Knapp and her staff have been on top of New Hampshire's new Pupil Safety and 
Violence Prevention Act since it became effective on July 1, 2010. There have been 
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workshops for both administration and staff as well as training for the students. This is a topic 
that Mrs. Knapp and the staff will continue to address. Mrs. Knapp will be addressing this topic 
at one of the PTO meetings. The school board has updated our Bullying Policy so that it meets 
the needs for today's challenges. 


Another policy we had to address because of current conditions is volunteers in schools. South 
Hampton and especially the Barnard School have always relied heavily on volunteers. If 
volunteers are coming in contact with students without a staff member present, there must be 
a background investigation and a criminal records check. Again, the student is the primary 
focus and concern. 


The last policy | will mention is in reference to truancy. Previously, habitual truancy was defined 
as 20 half days of unexcused absences. This is now being reduced to 10 half days. Again, 
this policy change is a sign of the times. We are attempting to keep truancy to a minimum. 


The school board has dealt with many other policy changes, but these three have been brought 
to the forefront of the public in the last few years. 


| would like to touch on some issues concerning the building itself. A little over a year ago we 
had a moisture problem in the lower part of the building, especially in the kindergarten room. 
There was much work done to the lower part of the building, yet we were told we would still 
need a dehumidification system. We were informed the project would cost $10,000, and the 
town was very generous and approved our request. We purchased a room dehumidifier as a 
temporary safeguard and placed it in the kindergarten room. Last summer Palmer and Sicard 
informed us that the problem had been solved with the building repairs. We had an air quality 
test performed on the lower part of the building in August and the results showed no problem 
with moisture. We will be returning this money to the town minus the cost for air quality testing 
and the room dehumidifier. Again, the school board thanks the town. 


The kitchen is up and running thanks to the hard work of Kim Molin and many volunteers. The 
kitchen still needs counters, cabinets and a few other items, but it is operational. 


Brush removal is an ongoing project. We are removing the brush on the right side of the school 
along the playground side. There was money in the budget last year to remove some of the 
brush, and we are asking for money this year to remove more brush. By moving the brush line 
back, we eliminate poison ivy, ticks, mosquitoes, and possible injury to students. 

Last summer just before school started, the water at the school was tested and the nitrate 
levels were above the acceptable levels for the state. Notification and precautions were posted 
as required by the Department of Environmental Services. Testing on the water continued, 
storage tanks were emptied and flushed out, and new filters installed. Water was tested again 
and the nitrate levels were well below the acceptable state levels. 


Finally, the last topic about the building concerns the lightning strike to the building last June. 
This is the second lighting strike in six months. This strike affected many of the electrical 
components of the building. Technology equipment, the fire alarm system and the entire phone 
system were among the affected areas. The insurance company paid for the damages after 
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the deductible was met. In the 2011-2012 budget, the board has asked voters to fund a surge 
suppressor system which should take care of the problem. 


The School Board meets the first Tuesday of the month at 5:30 p.m., at Barnard School. We 
welcome all those who wish to attend. Please visit SAU 21's website at www.sau21.org_ for 
additional information regarding school board meetings and school board policies.

2010-2011 


SAU #21 experienced a number of significant events this past school year that will bring long 
lasting changes. 


A major milestone was the decision by Hampton voters in March 2010 to withdraw from SAU 
#21. Beginning July 1, 2011, the newly created SAU #90 will provide leadership and direction 
for the PreK-Grade 8 student population of Hampton. However, the SAU #90 students will 
remain on a pathway to attend our Winnacunnet Cooperative High School. This powerful link 
will ensure that a close educational relationship will continue on behalf of all students from both 
SAUs as they prepare for their educational journey together through Winnacunnet. 


Another notable and noteworthy occasion was the retirement of SAU #21 Superintendent of 
Schools, Mr. James Gaylord and the departure of Maureen “Moe” Ward, Ed.D. to another New 
Hampshire school district. Jim, with his seven years and Moe, with four years, both provided 
SAU #21 with dedicated and tireless service to our students and to the communities of the SAU. 
Best wishes and good luck to Mr. Gaylord and Dr. Ward in their pursuit of new educational 
challenges. 


Our SAU #21 communities have not escaped the financial concerns facing our State and our 
country. Each school board, working with their school administrators and staff, has worked hard 
to present budgets to their respective communities that are cognizant of the fiscal realities yet 
also address the needs of all our students. 


This past year also found our School Board Negotiations Teams spending countless hours 
working with our Seacoast Education Association (SEA) and Seacoast Educational Support 
Personnel Association (SESPA) representatives to find common ground from which to bring 
educationally fair and economically prudent collective bargaining agreements for voters to 
consider on the March 2011 ballot. 


With the position of Superintendent of Schools open with Mr. Gaylord’s retirement, the SAU 
#21 Joint Board immediately started a search process that would not be completed until mid-May 
2010. The Joint Board secured the services of the New England School Development Council 
(NESDEC) to assist in the Superintendent Search. Through the leadership of the Joint Board a 
Search Committee was formed. Each member of the Joint Board’s Search Committee dedicated 
many hours to the process of finding qualified candidates for the position of Superintendent. A 
special thanks and a sincere appreciation is extended to all members of the Joint Board and their 
Search Committee for their commitment and steadfastness to the process. 


On May 5, 2010, the Joint Board offered me, Robert M. Sullivan, Ed.D. the position of 
Superintendent of Schools for SAU #21. Ona personal note, the Joint Board gave me the honor 
and privilege to serve our students and the SAU #21 communities as Superintendent of Schools. 
One of my goals as Superintendent of Schools is to continue the work of my predecessors of 
working closely with each school board to always look for ways to continually improve all 
aspects of SAU #21. Allow me to use this forum to thank everyone for his or her support and 
encouragement since my appointment.
